3. Claims 1-9, 11 and 13-18 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1: 

The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious an assembly as recited in 
claim 1 ; specifically, wherein the assembly includes the annular securing element, which 
is a threaded ring, that is turned into an inner thread in the dish-shaped part. 

Claim 18: 

The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious an assembly as recited in 
claim 18; specifically, wherein the assembly includes the annular securing element, 
which is a locking ring, that is positioned in an annular groove in the dish-shaped part.
